Appearance. 


Successful efforts at the resto ra­ 
tion of the nine m onuments 
on 
the 
battlefield, defaced by 
an 
unknown 
vandal on the night 
of 
March 
4th 
last, are now being made by Colonel 
E. B. Cope. Several of the beautifully 
carved m em orials have already been 
placed in their original condition and 
the others are all expected to be com­ 
pleted before the battle anniversary 
celebration in July. 
The day following 
the 
vandalism 
many of the large pieces which were 
chipped from the granite monum ents 
were found nearby and preserved in 
the offices of the commission. W here 
these are of sufficient size to allow of 
successful work they are being a t ­ 
tached to the statues w’ith a Germ an 
cement, tinted to correspond to the 
character of the stone. 
Where 
the 
pieces are too small for such work, 
the cement is mixed, put in place, and 
within tw enty-four hours has harden­ 
ed to alm ost the same consistency as 
the original stone. A fter all the work 
is completed it is Ivelicved th at it will 
require the eye of an expert to de­ 
tect any of the repairing. 
The two m onum ents bearing the 
most beautiful carving, and at the 
same tim e most seriously dam aged, 
have been entirely restored. One of 
these is the First V erm ont Brigade, 
located neat the 
Taneytown 
Road, 
back of Big Round Top, 
a 
pedestal 
surm ounted by the granite figure of 
a lion. The broken jaw and tail are in 
their 
original 
condition. 
The 
9fith 
Pennsylvania, with a figure of a re­ 
clining sharp-shooter, has also been 
restored, the features of the face, the 
broken gun, the demolished foot, all 
being fully restored. Partial work ha* 
been commenced on a number of the 
others. 
N ot the slightest clue is held re­ 
gal ding the identity of the vandal 
who did the original dam age and both 
the man and his motive are as un­ 
known now as they were the day the 
discovery of the vandalism was made.

A peculiar and pathetic Interest at­ 
taches to the last records of lost ex 
plorers, dying alone and unaided amid 
Icy wildernesses or In the steam ing 
depths of tropical Jungles. 
The diary kept by the gallant Cap 
tall) Scott teem s with tragic touches 
but it also bas ifs beautiful and Its 
heroic side. No more splendid Instance 
of magnificent self sacrifice has been 
recorded than tho action of the dis 
allied Captain Oates In seeking robin 
tory death In the blizzard so as not to 
be a burden on his surviving com pan 
Ions. 
The world Is richer in the possession 
of facts such as these, which Is why 
Hie last diaries of men dying in similar 
circum stances have alw ays been ar­ 
dently sought and carefully treasured 
It was. for exam ple, in order to try 
to recover the papers belonging to 
the lost arctic explorer My Huh Erich 
sen that Captain Mlkkelsen recently 
spent two aw ful years among the ley 
solitudes of northeast Greenland 
He 
failtsl In his quest, and he and Ills 
solitary companion c a m e near to losing 
thei r own lives. 
Those Journals of poor Erlchsen, lf 
they are ever found, Will doubtless tell 
a similarly stirring story to that left 
behind by Scott. 
Until then there Is 
only one record that closely parallel*
